Madrid, March 14.— The view held in 
official circles la th«t Spain wi)I not 
proTOke a war, because If she did she 
would find herself isoluird. but if Amer- 
ica givea the provccation Spain will 
not be alone in the •truggle. 

The general opinion is that In the 
event of war Spain will not need to at- 
tack Amerlcan,territory. It will sufflf-e 
ber to pursue a war of privateering. 

As America's commerce is serenfold 
greater than Spain's, American inter- 
ests would suffer most. War would be 
madness, benefltlrie; n^^ither nation, 
and good sense, therefore, counsels 
pe«c«. 



Pouilrr for liif; Guns. 

Wilmington, Del., March 14.— The 
powder works of the B. I. Dupont-De 

Mours company is now working dny 
and night on a government order for 
hexagonal powder for the big mins. 
Until a day or two ago only the day 
force was at work, but It is said that 
orders from Washington necessitated 
tbo employment of a night force. In 
ftdditlon some of tlic l)ui. dings are be- 
ing enlarged and more machinery is 
being put in. There are 26 grinding 
mills on the place, and these are now 
all running. The dally capacity of the 
works Is said to lie 10 tons of licxai^onal 
powder. Work is also said to be hur- 
ried at the company's plant In New 
Jersey, near GIbbstown. 

Finiihlnir Big Oun*. 

Washington, March 14. — At the 
Washington gun factory there are now 
in varions stages of construction no 

less than 160 guns of formidable char- 
acter on which work is being done 
night and day with a view to their 
early completion. No nvw guns are 
being started, but the entire efforts of 
the factory are devoted to finishing 
those now under way. A naval ofllcer 
said there would be enough of them 
when finished to constitute a fair arm- 
ament for probably thirty or more aux- 
iliary (Tuiaers, should .such a large fleet 
be found necessary to supplement the 
regnlur warships. 

All Aif Ki-pt HuHjr. 

Cleveland, March 14.— Warner ic 
Bwasey of this city are filling a large 
order for the government for tele- 
scopes, to be used on heavy guns for 

sighting purixises. Tluy are also 'it 
work on a new model of range flndei', 
which will be shipped to Fort Monroe, 
where it will be tested within a few 
days. The inventor of this device has 
been here several weeks superintend- 
ing the construction. The Otis Steel 
company of this city U alEO filling a 
government order for deck plates fur 
ff/ ornlsert. 

Kraily for War. 

Washington, March 14.— The Mian- 
tonomah, Katahdin, Mlnneapolif and 

Columbia are now all but ready to sail 
withiti a day or two, if so ordered. All 
the warships are coaUd and have most 
of their stores aboard, and about all 
that remains to be don* now is to re- 
plenish their stock of ammunition. 
This will be done "at the government 
magazine, a short distance below the 
navy yard, and all of the vessels will 
then be ready tor sailing at a iqoment's 
notice. 

Maas Mapped Oat. 
Portsmouth. N. H.. March 14.— Plans 
for the placing of submarine mines for 
Portsmouth harbor have been mapped 
out and a large force of men buve ])» ( ri 
actively at work near the fortifications. 
It is claimed, however, that these mines 
will be of little use, owing to the great 
depth of water In the river, there being 
over 10 fathoms in the channel from 
the entrance at New Castle to within a 
short distance of tin' navy yard. 

No Kf*port Nei'eiidBry. 

Madrid, March 14.— The government 
Is momentarily expecting to receive the 
report of the StMUHish commission, 
.^whlch. It Is understood, will maintain 
Tthat the Maine explosion was Internal. 
Although the American commission 
may give another explanation, the gov- 
irnment will energetically uphold the 
Bpanlsh repoltrt. 

A Taglo«d of ProlectUe*. 

Newport, March 14.— The tug Leyden

Paris, March 14.— Spain does not de 
celve herself when she counts upon the 
sympathies, at least latent, of Euro 
pean governments, but it would be 
mistake for her to expect any effectual 
support from either Great Tfiif.iin or 
the triple alliance. Therefore, she 
most rely upon herself. 

Working Ten Iloiim. 

Washington, March 14. — Last week 
an order was received at Frankfort ar- 
senal to work 10 hours a day, but what 
•rer contract was InvolTed has proba 
bly.been completed, for the order has 
been rescinded. The aver;<.ge daily out 
put of cartridges there is 38.000 rounds 
but during the 10-hour day this could 
be Increased by from 8,000 to 10,000. 
Is the only arsenal in the United States 
where small ammunition is made. The 
number of employes has been gradual 
ly increased of late from 6G0 to 700 
workmen.

body. Skotskl ran through the saloon 
of Isaac Houck and on to Jackson 
street, during which time Barrett fired 
two more shots without effect 

On reaching the rear street Skotski 
was overcome by loss of blood. Dr. 
Frank Campbell pronounced his wound 
fatal. Skotski had a reputation as :i 
lightweight prizefighter. 

Barrett, is said, has served time at 
Michigan City for rounterfeiting. He 
will plead self-defense, claiming that 
Skotski drew a knife on him.

Washington, March 14.— There is no 

prepared program for the senate for 
the present week. If Senatoi Baron is 
prepared to spe;,ii en the 1 lav,- tiia:i an- 
nexation treaty it will be taken up 
promptly, as Indeed It will be if any 
senator Is prepared td go with the de- 
bate. 

It Is not expected, however, that there 
will be much further discussion of this 
subject in executive session, and it is 
the intention of Senator Davis, chair- 
man of the senate committe? on for- 
eign relatlr-«B, at a very early day to 
move to lay Senator Bacon's plebedte 
amendment upon the table. 

It Is up<m this motion that ths man- 
agers of the treaty hope to secure a 
test vote, and Senator navls said that 
he was hopeful that this vote might bo 
reached during the preaent week. 

Senator Pettlgrew is anxious and ex- 
pects to get his 6 per cejt land Mil be- 
fore the senate early In the week, - nd 
Senator Vest will make an effort to 
secure conslderatlflB of the quarantine 
bill. 

There is also a posslbllltir that the 

census bill may be pressed for consid 
eration. An entirely new census bll 
proli.'ilily wiM be offered, ivi i\ i l ing for 
the immediate establishment of the 
census machinery, taataad of making 
preliminary arrangements tor It as the 
bill first prepared did. 

The coniniitfee on npproprlatlons is 
hopeful of being able to report the 
sundry civil Mil during the week, and 
If It shntild be suecessful this measure 
will be pressed upon the attention of 
the sennte to the excluslon of every- 
thing else. 

In the lloiif**. 
~ Washington, .March 14. — The pro- 
gram of the house this week as mapped 
out would bo eompletalsr ehaaged if any 

move Is made in connection with the 
Spanish crisis involving legislative ac 
tlon. 

But as at present arranged, it in- 
cludes simply the cooaldaratioa of the 

postoffice appropriation bill and the 
Virginia contested election case of 
Thorp versus Kppes, with ilic possi- 
bility that the naval appropriation bill 
might ha raaehtd at tha tall end of the 
week. 

There will be a confilct for prece- 
dence between the election case and 
the postofflce bill, Chairman Walker of 
the elections committee and Chairman 
iMwil of the postofflce committee each 
firmly contesting for the right of way. 

If Chairman Walker insists the c(iu- 
tested election case, being a ijuestion 
of the highest privilege, would have 
precedence under the rule, but the 
house by a vote could give the post- 
office bill precedence. 

The Democrats intend to contest the 
elec tion case bitterly, as upon the de- 
cision in this case they believe will de- 
pend tha fata of the other two eases 
from Virginia, another of which was 
reported Saturday against the sitting 
member.

STAMPING OUT AN EPIDEMIC 

As our older citizens well know, the 
local authorities of this town and county 
have been freciuently called upon to deal 
with visitations of epidemic disease 
(many of them of a formidable character) 
anil the measures ollicially adopted have 
always proved eHective, and the expen- 
aea incarradbavoln many inatancea been 
light. While not expensive, the arranjfe- 
ments for suppression were iu all respects 
systematic and complete. Everything 
was ijuietly, thoron;;hly,e(!icientlydone; 
the ollii ials, the medical profession, and 
the people moved ia perfect harmony. 
The city treasury was not threatened 
with sudden depletion ; the county Mag- 
istrates were not hunted down for ap- 
propriations nor lield up for the pay- 
ment of preposterous medical fees ; the 
incidental expetiHcs of siippref^sion were 
not of a character to excite suspicion or 
a' arm ; and the medical aervicea required 
in these grave einei^'cncics were rendered 
with unfailing cheerfulness, lidelity and 
•kill. Tben, aa now, the phyaiclana of 
tlie town and county were, in tlie main, 
»xceedin;:ly clean, cool, sensilile, clear- 
headed men who nej,'le('ted no profes- 
sional duties, w ho adopted no sensational 
methods, who scorned all crooked devices, 
and who neither encouraged nor per- 
mitted any byaterical exaneimtion in 
daily announcementa coneemlng the ait- 
uation or tlu; pro(,'ress of tin; diseas-e. 
There was not, indeed, a great deal of 
"stamping oat*' done la thoae daya, bat, 
a> a rule, the epidemic, when atta< ked, 
was speedily extinguished, and the ordi- 
nary course of travel and traffic was not 
seriously diMturhcd. If tlu! neiKhborinj? 
towns and counties desired to "(jtiaran- 
tine" agalnat ua, they were quite at lib- 
erty to do so, provided they did it at their 
own expense; but in those days at least, 
we felt entirely competent to handle our 
own epldemica, to employ and compen- 
aate oar own doctors, to protect our own 

people, to nurse our o.vn sick, and to 
bury our Qwn dead. And this is some- 
thlag that every brave and intelligent 
Anglo^axon community is competent to 
do; and, if not, it certainly does not 
agonize for the cbaritiea of a Oood Samar- 
itan who feelingly profTers to relieve the 
atricken community aftera hi);h Levitical 
fashion and at its own expense. That 
aort of Samaritanism is as likely to stamp 
out the community as the diseaae.

Oa the 
first of March, Dr. Samuel lilair, of Pine* 
ville, a tiuinber of l/ie County UealUi Board, 
(iii'l an appointee and "r^fww" of the Stale 
liiiiu-il, mt.onihil cimfrol oj the e})iih inii\ be 
lieving that he would be backed up by 
the county officials. Several thoumnd dol- 
litrti' rxfiense had him inrunrd uhni it v" 
ntiti'i! that a ntnnber of Magistrates had in 
timated that the county woald not honor 
Dr. Blair'a warrants. 

The State Board being notified of the 
situation, Dr. Arthur McCormack aends a 
telegram to the County Judge : 

Judge J. F. Seal, Pintville, Kji.: Following itle 
gram Just received from State Board of HealUi 
UDlew city or coiiaty autborltie* cau arrange, 
will bo forced to Tollsve jroa all and local board 
from duty, stop all ttaios and adjolaing oonutiaa 
to protect thettaslTM. Ou net paper oarriad 
without Interest if FlMftl Oonrt will honor It 
not, will act a» above outlined. 

In the event that this Fiscal Court re- 
pudiates the debt the citizens may ad 
vance the money, and if .neceaaary the 
United States authorities will be aaked to 
take charge of the e[)idemic. 

March «.— Dr. J. N. McCormack at 
Bowling Green llo-day ordered a quaran 
tine proclamation to be issued. The 
l>roclamatlon is rigid, and no person will 
be permitted to enter or leave the city 
until the order is revoked. The procl.T 
mation is a great surprise, as the situation 
iiiwh better than for leverol v>eek$, bat Dr. 
McCormack aaaerts that it was necessary 
on account of persons who have left with 
he:.lth certificates having broken out 
after their departure. A reward is being 
offered for each amall-pox discovery, and 
ivilwithslandiii'j the '/iiara)itine protHomatio)! 
the silualioH continues to improve, 

Pii(>vit.Li, Kt., March 10.— The Secre- 
tary of the Board of Health wired Ooonty 
Judge J. T. Neal to day that if he did not 
call the County Court together and make 
appropriations anfflaent to pay men vnu 
on duty as t/uararUiiu {/nardu, the State 
Board would leave Middlesborough and 
order a nmrantine against ISell County. 
Judge Neal has already said that he was 
iKfiiii.-^i the Coml^ CauH making any ap- 
propriation, 

March 11.— Judge Neal to-day recon- 
siders liis recent decision, and agrees to 
appropriate from the County Treasury 
tl,000 for auppliea, bat will not contrib- 
ute one cent for guards' "salaiies" or 
medical fees. At a citizens meeting to- 
day it waa agreed to advance to the City 
Treaaurer fl,l<X), and an active canvass 
will be made for mure. One new small- 
pox coae was discovered to-day, but Dr. 
McCormack thinks the amount sub- 
scribed will be sullicient to "stamp out 
the epidemic." An appeal to the Feileral 
government has been made for aid, doubt- 
1 aa by persons who are sceptical aa to 
the ellectiveness of the municipal, county 
and State "stampers." There are but 
forty-nine cases now in the peat honaee, 
an<' the outlook is good for a general de- 
livery very soon. 

March 13.— The State Board agents and 
referees have a[)parcntly switi hccl off and 
the citizens are now co-operating with 
United States Surgeon Wertenbaker in 
stamping out the disease. Dr. McCor- 
mack while hospitably extending the 
freedom of the pest-stricken district, 
thinks that the National Surgeon's visit 
was "uncalled for;" apparently ignorant 
0 the fact that the visitor is there in di- 
rect response to a "call." In this the 
Secretary seemed to atand alone. The 
situation, however, is visibly brinhter. 
Five new cases have been discovered and 
seven convaleacenta have been tamed 
loose. No deaths in the hospitals and no 
diminution in the numbers of the guards 
or in the quantity of the auppliea. 

March ]'_'.— A Harboursville special of 
riiis date to the Courier-Journal says that 
four new guards were added to the liat of 
the East Jellico to-day on account of 
trouble between miners and guards on 
the previous night. There is only one 
case of amall-poz at the mines to date, 
but that aeoma to have been enough to 
inspire a sense of uneasiness among the 
miners, and they at once made a rush to 
jump the quarantine. Fifty ahota were 
(■x( lianu'ed between the goarda and the 
escaping miners. The latter aeem to be 
thorouglily ignorant of the principlea of 
sanitary science, and are proceeding upon 
the crude theory that smuU-pox at close 
'iuaiters is a dead shot, w hich evidently 
the "guards" are not. However this may 
be, the exodus last night, though some- 
what precijiitate, was unanimous, and 
practically endoraea the principle of "iso- 
lation" in all caaea— for the well not less 
than the nick, nor do they seen) to have 
improved materially upon this doctrine 
in the meddling and maddling at Mud- 
dleaboro.
